The great rewards which a vigorous 
and scientific explorer may obtain in a 
virgin country of recent geological age, 
like the great basin country of eur west, 
are illustrated by the results of professor 
Harsh/a six years of labor in this field. 
Tne expeditions under his charge have 
unearthed no less than three hundred 
n^w species of fossil vertebrate animals, 
and among them are some of the most 
significant forms ever found. Those 
which prove the progressive development 
of the horse are an example. The 
Odontornithes, or birds with teeth, of 
cretaceous age, include two orders, one 
of immense swimming birds, with rudi- 
mentary wings, and the other small birds, 
with strong wings. He also found the 
first remains of Pterodactyl, or flying 
reptile, which have been discovered in 
this country, and has collected so many- 
remains of reptiles that he has been able 
to clear up many doubtful points abou 
their structure. In the museum of Yale 
college there are are parts of more than 
five hundred (individuals) Mosasauroid 
reptiles, one hundred individuals of the 
new order, Dinocerata, two hundred in- 
dividuals of the Brontotherida group, be- 
sides a large representation of other im- 
portant groups. Of fossil horses alone 
there are over thirty species. It is the 
intention of Prof. Marsh to rest from the 
severe work of exploration in which he 
has shown such energy and had such suc- 
otsa. Hereafter he will give himseli to 
the study and description of the im- 
mense col'ections in the muteuni of Yale 
college, in which probably one hundred 
new species remain to be described. 
The thorough study of this mass of an- 
cient life cannot fail to throw light up n 
the extinct fauna of our country and 
wii ! probably be an important additon 
to tiie knowledge of life development in 
general.

Monroe, who was re-inaugurated Men- 
day, March 5, 1821, and Zachary Taylor, 
who was inaugurated on the same day of 
the week and month in lK-P.l. The 
record in the case of Monroe is incom- 
plete, but in the case of Taylor the jour- 
nal of the senate shows that on Friday, 
the second of March, 1S49, Mr. Polk, the 
president, sent a communication to the 
senate requesting that body to meet in 
special session on Monday, the fifth of 
March, at ten o'clock a. m., as there 
would, on that, day, be matters of inter- 
est to engage its attention. The record 
also shows that the senate extended its 
session on March by recesses, until six 
o'clock on Sunday morning, March 4 
when the presiding officer declared that 
body adjourned sine die. The term of 
United States senators expires on the 
third of March, but this has been con- 
strued to mean until noon on the fourth 
of the same month. A precedent was es- 
tablished in 1861 which has been fol- 
lowed ever since. McDonald's manual 
for the use of (senators says : 

"On the third of March, 1851, on 
which day the Thirty-first congress ex- 
pired, and on which the term of one-third 
of the members of that body would al.-o 
expire, the senate being in session at 
twelve o'clock midnight, a scuater [Mr.

egar, or more if your vinegar U very 
ttrong, boil it five or ten minute-, then 
pour it on the cabbage, put on a weight to 
preaadown, an«l set away for use. 

Bidding llousea of Vermin. 

The Journal of Chemistry says the fol- 
lowing is fatal to all sorts of vermin that 
prove such a vexation of spirit to the 
good housekeeper: Two pounds of alum 
dissolved in three or four quarts of boil- 
ing water. Let it remain over the fire 
till all the alum is dissolved. Then ap- 
ply it with a brush, while boiling hot, to 
every j\ ;ins or crevice in the closet whore 
ants or cockroach* * intrude, to all the 
pantry shelves, and to the joints and 
crevices of bedsteads. Brush all the 
cracks in the floor and mopboirds with 
this mixture. A cement of ehirode ot 
lime and powdered alum used to stop up 
rat hole s, a nd the walls and cracks and 
with the above men- 
tioned hot alum and borax, will drive 
away rats as well us inst ots. 

Roast Turkey. 

A turkey should be well singed and 
cleaned of pin feathers; then draw the 
inwards. Be sure you take every thine 
out that is inside. Dip the turkey into 
odd water; clean the gizzard, liver, 
heart and neck; let alijsoak one hour it 
you have time. Wash all very clean; 
wipe the turkey very dry iuside and out.

Stew gently, stir- 
ring oecaMoually, over a bright clear fire, 
i»r fifteen or twenty minutes, and when 
theoy-ter- are nearly done add a gill of 
rich, sweet cream, not more than twelve 
hours old. When the oysters are done 
serve up with as littie delay as possible, 
upon a chafing-dish heated with a spirit 
lamp. If such a dish, however, should 
not chance to be at hand, use a china 
inreen, and cover closely. Water or 
soda crackers, and, better still, wine- 
i iscuit, lightly toasted in an oven to 
freshen them up, are an acceptable ac- 
eompii'Mment.— //..rper'* Bazar.

ANCIKNT VIEWS (>P HEAVEN. 

In support of this view of the origin of 
the present beliefs in the accepted forms 
of heaven and h«ll, the lecturer gave a 
synopsis of the beliefs of savage tribes.

Leaving this branch of the subject the 
lecture considered the views of the 
three hading religions : Monometallism, 
Judaiam and Christianity. Million.- tan- 
ism, he said, in its idea ■•; paradise re 
fleeted simply the o.-.sis life of the Orient, 
al in the halting places of the desert. 
Judaism, a religion that has always been 
more practical than dogmatic, and in re 
gard to the doctrines of which tin- utmost 
diversity of opinion has always been al- 
lowed, has never attached that import- 
ance to the doctrine of immmortality 
that it might have had but for the aboli- 
i tion of its organized prie«th>«>d after the 
t fall of .Jerusalem. Neither the Penta- 
teuch nor the writings of the prophets, 
j he continued, *.iy anything in support of 
it ; when tln-y allude to it, it is in vague 
and general terms.

United States. In no city in the union 
is the consumption of meat so large as in 
New York. There are few families n 
pjor but eat meat twice a day. While 
the price of coal, clothing, cotton goods, 
and all textile fabrics in every day use, 
has greatly diminished, meat, which with 
us is as m uch the staff of Hie as bread, 
is still retailed at exorbitant prices to 
rich and poor. 

The question of cheap meat should be 
agitated — should be kept constantly lie- 
lore the people— till prices of meat are 
brought down to the relative level of 
Other commodities which enter into the 
daily necessary supplies of every family 
in this city. The retail butchers, like 
the coal dealers, have on hand a stock of 
admirable reasans why they cannot af- 
ford to lower their prices — they will not 
yield an inch till thev are forced to do 
so. No amount of argument based on 
facts and figures, no amount of piteous 
appeal from the deserving and hard- 
w.-rkini.' poor, w i-^,-.. th.-u, to abate 
one iota from tiiT .Tvlemands. We 
gest the establishment of co-operative 
butcher-shops, where both rich and |>oor 
could furnish themselves as nearly at 
cost as js>3sible. The more expensive 
cuts would thus find an outlet, while the 
poor man could lay in his ropplieeat 
one-half of what he now has to pay. 

If American beet e-an be sent from 
here to England — a distance of S.000 
mil. and retailed in the London mar- 
ket for nine peaOS, say seventeen cents 
per pound, surely it should not -ell here 
for from twenty to thirty cents per 
pound.

(.ambling is not only tolerated by socie- 
ty, but protected and authorized bylaw. 
For example, in regard to faio, it is pa - 
Tided by legislative enactment, that pro- 
prietors shall pay a uniform tax of $400 
per quarter to the state. Then the mu- 
nicipalities, of course, come in for a lib- 
eral share of the gamblers' spoils in the 
shape of local taxes. Thus each faro 
table is compelled to pay bet wee n two 
and three thousand dollars per annum 
for governmental expenses. How they 
must bleed their customers to make ends 
meet can be imaitined by the average- 
citizen. Gambling in stocks, as inti- 
mated above, is the universal evil. Its 
nature i- well understood in the east as 
well as in the west. Stock speculation 
heie is practically the same as it is in 
New York. There is au essential differ- 
ence, in the character of the operators. 
Capitalists and brokers deal mostly in 
eastern sto -ks, while here facilities are 
provided ami every encouragement given 
to persons of small means to invest their 
savings iu mining stocks. The MMMfsif 
tpertmdi whereby the big limes swallow 
the small ones is pretty generally known. 
Yet people do not learn from experience, 
and the consequence is that they are con- 
tinually being squeezed and are kept 
poor perpetually. — Letter to St. Ztmh Re- 
pfMieem.

At the first meeting of the session of 
the Liverpool geological society, the re- 
tiring president, Mr. T. Mellaril Reade, 
C. E., delivered the annual address. 
The xnbject was an interesting one, be- 
ing a calculation oi the amount of solid 
matter removed annually from the sur- 
face of F.ngiand and Wales in solution 
in rain or rather river wat?r. The re- 
sult of the calculations, which were ol 
an elaborate nature, showed that it 
would take 13.300 years to remove in 
this manner one foot in depth of Rolid 
matter over the entire surface of Eng- 
land and Wales. This calculation was 
compared with others. As throwing 
light upon the age of sedimentary de- 
posits, the calculations, taken together 
with the amount of matter annually 
brought down La river water in suspen- 
sion in the form of mud, are extremely 
interesting, and Mr. Reade deduced
